The  report  consists  of  several  parts:  A  summary  of  all  departments,  except  Fire,  Police,  and 
Public  Utilities,  (Page  2)jone  which  includes  these  departments,  (page  3);  a  breakdown    by  department 
and  bureau,  in  which  information  of  196ii-65  is  compared  to  1963-61;,  regarding  the  number  of  Disabling 
Injuries,  Calendar  Days  Lost,  Frequency  and  Severity  Rates,  and  Direct  Costs  of  these  injuries,  (papes 
h  thr-ough  7);  detailed  information  about  I96I4-65  injuries  regarding  the  Type  of  Accident,  (papes  R  and  9); 
Nature  of  Injury,     Part    cjf  Body  affected,  (p>ages  10  and  11) j  the  Agency  of  th«  injury,  Occupation  of 
the  Injured,  and  further  breakdowns  into  the  subdivisions  of  the  larger  departments,  (pages  12  through  16) 
and  page  16  a,  a  Special  Study  for  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  which  examines  in  what  activity  the 
employee  was  engaged  when  the  injury  occurred. 

Classification  in  the  special  "activity"  study  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  injury  was  directly 

caused  by  the  activity,  although  there  is  often  a  causal  relationship.  (For  example,  a  policeman 

inmning  after  a  suspect  might  stumble  and  fall,  spraining  his  ankle.  We  would  classify  this  case 

in  the  special  study  under  the  activity  of  "Apprehending  Suspects  ",  but  since  he  did  not  suffer  the 

injiiry  from  actual  contact  with  the  suspect,  we  would  consider  it  a  "Fall"  when  classifying  the 

"Type  of  Accident"  .  Note  the  classification  "Scuffle  with  Suspect  or  Prisoner"  as  a  "Type  of  Accident" 

where  it  is  applicable.) 

The  Summaries  coiqjare  196U-65  with  every  full  fiscal  year  since  the  introduction  of  the  City-wide 
safety  program  plus  the  last  full  year  preceding  it.  It  will  be  noted  that  I96O-6I  is  missing. 
There  are  two  reasons  for  thi»:  One  is  that  the  safety  program  started  in  mid-year,  causing  1960-61 
to  be  neither  a  "Before"  nor  "After"  year.  The  second  -  and  more  important  -  reason  is  that  the 
City  had  not  been  keeping  separate  records  for  lost-time  (disabling)  and  no-lost-time  injuries,  and 
had  not  kept  records  of  one  fiscal  year's  injuries  ajjart  frcwi  those  occurring  in  another  fiscal  year. 
Because  of  this,  we  had  spent  far  more  time  on  our  research  into  the  City's  past  injury  experience  than 
we  had  anticipated.  We  decided  to  put  all  our  personnel  to  work  on  the  City's  present  and  future 
injury  ejqperience,  instead  of  spending  an  excessive  amount  of  time  on  the  past. 

Please,  read  the  footnotes  appaarlng  on  a  number  of  pages;  they  serve  not  only  to  explain  methods 
used  and  terminology,  but  also  illuminate  why  this  report  differs,  with  respect  to  financial 
expenditures,  from  a  report  an  accountant  might  prepare.

Included  here  are  all  departments,  (except  Fire  and  Police,)  coming  under 
the  direct  influence  of  the  Safety  Consultants.  (The  Public  Utilities  have 
their  own  Safety  Director.) 

As  we  were  unable  to  obtain  figures  for  "number  of  en^loyees"  and  "Man  Hours 
worked"  for  1959-60,  we  had  to  estimate  them.  As  later  became  obvious,  the 
estimates  were  too  high.  Frequency  and  Severity  Rates  being  based  on  the 
number  of  injuries  and  days  lost  per  million  manhours  worked,  it  is  cl«ar 
that  these  rates  were  actually  much  higher  than  shown  for  1959-60,  the  last 
full  year  before  the  Safety  Program  was  established.

Method  Used;  American  Standard  Method  for  Recording  and  Measuring  Work  Injury  Experience. 

Injuries  not  "resulting  from  the  work  activity  or  environment"  and  not  falling  within  the 
ASA  definition  of  "Aggravation  of  pre-existing  condition"  were  not  included  in  this  report, 
even  though  they  might  be  considered  "work  connected"  within  the  framework  of  California 
Workmen's  Compensation  law,  or  i^etirement  Board  policy.  Because  these  laws  vary  widely 
from  state  to  state,  and  even  from  one  local  jurisdiction  to  another,  (  as  in  the  case  of 
the  Retirement  Board),  using  the  ASA  method  assvires  greater  \uiiformity. 

An  example  of  this  is  an  inguinal  hernia,  which  is  usually  covered  by  WKn's  Compensation  In 
California,  even  though  the  employee  does  not  report  the  injury  right  away.  To  be  counted 
as  a  work  injury  under  the  ASA  method,  it  must  fulfill  certain  conditions,  such  as  causing 
enough  pain  immediately  to  require  medical  attention  or  immediate  inability  to  work,  etc.
